Groups of youths repeatedly 
‘intimidating and harassing’ 
customers and staff at shopping 
centre and nearby businesses

GANGS of yobs have been ‘routinely intimidating 
and harassing’ customers and staff at the Con- 
course Shopping Centre in Skelmersdale and 
police want parents to help them deal with the 
problem. 

Police say local people have told them that there 
have been “a group of young people repetitively caus- 
ing problems in the centre and the surrounding 
businesses.” 

The are now appealing for residents to give them 
information on the anti-social behaviour. 

A spokesperson for Skelmersdale Police said: “We 
would like to stress that this is not a case of ‘kids 
being kids’, but rather routine intimidation and har- 
assment of customers and staff.” 

Police are in the process of gathering information 
about these young people, and they added “action 
will be taken to ensure the safety and wellbeing of 
staff and customers of businesses in the area.” 

The spokesperson said: “The police take this issue 
very seriously, and if this behaviour persists, prosecu- 
tion may be the only appropriate measure to deal 
with this ongoing issue.

all times.” 

A spokesman for the Concourse Shopping Centre 
said management has already met with local police 
and with Andrew Snowden, the Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Lancashire, to examine how anti- 
social behaviour problems occurring there can be 
tackled. 

The spokesperson added: “Following the meeting 
with local officers, we have been assured there is an 
increase in police presence within the centre and in 
the month running up to Christmas we also increased 
our security officer numbers.

Public Space Protection Order 
will give police powers to act 
quickly to prevent gatherings 

of cruisers and racers in street

A PUBLIC consultation on plans to intro- 
duce a Public Space Protection Order 
(PSPO) to deter organised ‘car meets’ in 
Pimbo has been launched. 

The Champion reported at the end of last 
year how West Lancashire has seen a signi- 
ficant increase in pre-arranged events 
involving cars and racers at Pimbo Indus- 
trial Estate in Up Holland, sometimes 
involving up to 300 vehicles. 

These meets are arranged online and 
take place without prior warning, making 
them difficult to pre-empt and police. 

The council believes the use of PSPOs is 
the best way of preventing future problems 
locally and they have been adopted by 
other local authorities where similar prob- 
lems exist. 

A PSPO order provides police with the 
power to act quickly and stop the gather- 
ings of car cruisers and racers who are 
likely to cause, nuisance, alarm or distress 
to residents and businesses. 

Enforcement action can be taken by, 
police officers, police community support 
officers and authorised council officers. 

The council will now embark on a five- 
week consultation on the proposed imple- 
mentation of the PSPO in Pimbo.

member for Community Safety, said: Lan- 
cashire Police have raised very serious 
concerns with us about the number and 
implications of cars meeting at Pimbo, 
often with over 300 vehicles in attendance 
at once from across the north west. 

“We've committed to taking action to 
halt these activities and we now want to 
hear residents’ thoughts about our plans. 

“These high performance and modified 
cars have a significant impact on the local 
community and businesses on the Indus- 
trial estate, but also other locations across 
West Lancashire as the convoy of vehicles 
make their way to Pimbo. 

“The hostility and disregard shown to the 
police is outrageous and has escalated and 
the mess they leave behind is incredibly 
disrespectful to our borough. 


“We and the police will not tolerate these 
disruptive and dangerous events and are 
determined to work together to put a stop 
to them.” 

Chief Inspector Chris Abbott of Lan- 
cashire Constabulary added: “The police 
work closely with partners across West 
Lancashire and we are committed in deal- 
ing with unauthorised car meets such as 
these, aware of the nuisance and disrup- 
tion they cause the local community. 

“The safety of those attending and of 
local residents is a priority, as we have seen 
tragic accidents elsewhere in the country 
due to similar events taking place.”

ARMED forces personnel will be 
drafted in to help North West 
Ambulance Service cope with the 
“extreme pressure” brought on 
by the Omicron Covid variant. 

A team of 150 military personnel 
began training on Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 11 and will then work with 
NWAS for a number of weeks. 

NWAS has been struggling not 
only due to more patients needing 
treatment, but also the high num- 
ber of staff who are self-isolating, with around 25% 
of the workforce currently affected. 

The armed forces will partner with NWAS clini- 
cians on the road, allowing them to make more 
efficient use of emergency resources and supporting 
the wider NHS system. 

They will receive NWAS training in driving ambu- 
lances, manual handling, kit familiarisation and 
basic life support. 

They will be available to respond to patients 
whose need is not urgent who often have longer 
waits when the service is busy. 

Director of operations Ged Blezard said: “It is no 
secret that the ambulance service, along with the 
NHS as a whole, has been under extreme pressure 
for several months. 

“Now we are also experiencing high numbers of

staff absences due to confirmed Covid-19 cases and 
isolation, with around 25% of the workforce cur- 
rently affected. 

“As part of our resilience planning, we can make a 
request to the military for support and feel now is 
the right time to put the arrangements in place. 

“We worked alongside the military last February 
and March, and it allows us to have more of our 
vehicles on the road, getting people the treatment 
they need sooner.

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Man faces 15 years in 


jail for role in plot to 


supply Class A drugs

A MAN from Ormskirk has been sentenced to 
15 years in prison for his involvement in a 
Class A and B drugs conspiracy. 

John Karl Southern, of Burscough Street, 
Ormskirk, was found guilty after a trial of 
conspiring to supply “not less than 5kg of 
cocaine” and “not less than 7kg of can- 
nabis.” 

The 35-year-old was sentenced on Tuesday, 
January 11. 

Southern’s conspiracy period ran from 
March 2019 through to June 2020 during 
which he used the handle Bigdunc. 

Between the end of March 2020 to the start 
of June 2020, Southern was shown to have 
conspired to supply 3.8kg of cocaine, 76kg of 
cannabis (cannabis and cannabis resin) and 
3kg of ketamine. 

Detective Inspector Mike Dalton said: 
“Southern chose to plead not guilty to the 
charges and as a result received a consider- 
able prison sentence after being convicted 
after a trial. 

“Our work to bring these people to justice 
continues day in and day out and we are 
determined to put them behind bars where 
they belong for peddling misery on our 
streets.

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Bird flu outbreak at 
site in Up Holland

A BIRD flu outbreak has been con- 
firmed at a non-commercial 
premises near Up Holland. 

A spokesperson for the Animal and 
Plant Health Agency said all the birds 
would be “humanely culled.” 

A 3km (1.8mile) Protection Zone 
and 10km (6 mile) Surveillance Zone 
has been put in place around the 
premises. 

The UK has recently seen a large 
number of outbreaks of the H5N1 
strain of avian influenza in birds 
across the country. 

There are currently 66 cases o 
avian influenza H5N1 in England. 

An Avian Influenza Prevention Zone - requiring all 
bird owners to keep their flocks indoors - was intro- 
duced in November to limit the spread of the disease. 

These measures mean that it is a legal requirement 
for all bird keepers across the UK (whether they have 
pet birds, commercial flocks or just a few birds in a 
backyard flock) to keep them indoors and follow 
strict biosecurity measures to limit the spread of and 
eradicate the disease. 

At the start of this month the UK Health Security 
Agency confirmed a case of avian influenza in a per- 
son in the South West of England. 

They said bird-to-human transmission of avian flu

is, “very rare and has previously only occurred in a 
small number of times in the UK.” 

They added: “The person acquired the infection 
from very close, regular contact with a large number 
of infected birds, which they kept in and around their 
home over a prolonged period of time. 

“All contacts of the individual, including those who 
visited the premises, have been traced and there is no 
evidence of onward spread of the infection to anyone 
else. The individual is currently well and self-isolat- 
ing. 

“The risk to the wider public from avian flu contin- 
ues to be very low. However, people should not touch 
sick or dead birds.”

ATV mini series which was 
partly filmed in Ormskirk is 
currently the top trending 
show on Netflix in the UK. 

The mystery drama series 
Stay Close is adapted from an 
American novel by Harlan 
Coben set in Atlantic City, but 
the TV series has been filmed 
in this country. 

It stars James Nesbitt, Sarah 
Parish, Richard Armitage, 
Cush Jumbo and Eddie 
Izzard and involves a photo- 
journalist, a soccer mom and a homicide detective 
and how their lives are disturbed by an event from 
their past. 

Scenes were shot at Edge Hill University’s Clinical 
Skills and Simulation Centre and outside the 
Geosciences building. 

These became a hospital in the drama which is set 
in the fictional town of Ridgewood. 

A building in Ormskirk has also been used as the 
setting for a care home where a mother of one of the 
characters is staying. 

The location manager for the series Mark O’Han- 
lon has said: “The care home was a tricky one. 

ae didn’t want it to feel too municipal and white 
walls. 

“We found an old rectory, which had a real scale to 
it. We wanted it to feel like it was a private care 
home rather than a generic 70s building. 

“We looked at two or three options but when we

got to that one the scale of it worked really well and 
it had the architecture. It’s a really stunning build- 
ing. 
“I think those kind of buildings, especially when 
they have a history attached to them, go down really 
well with American audiences.” 

Scenes were also shot on Formby beach and in the 
pine woods. The outside of the Vipers nightclub in 
the show is filmed at the former nightclub Shorrocks 
Hill in Formby, which is now derelict. 

Mr O'Hanlon added: “I’ve got a lot of Scouse 
friends and they all talked about this place saying 
they used to go there when they were 17. 

“It reminds me of the country clubs you get in 
Essex. It’s between all these trees and near the 
beach. You feel like you're near the coast.

Concourse 
leisure plans 
don’t address 
parking issues 


The January 5 edition of the West Lancashire 
Champion carried the headline ‘Leisure com- 
plex plan for Concourse all set for go-ahead.’ 

In the article, it is reported that the council 
“called for the parking management at the con- 
course to be reviewed” and goes on to say that 
a “new strategy was submitted.” 

This is absolutely rubbish and it does not 
address the issue with parking at the Con- 
course. 

Someone has been leaving leaflets on the 
windshields of cars parked at the Concourse, 
warning drivers of the cases of ‘double dipping’ 
that are occurring. 

This means when the system doesn’t record 
the first time a driver exits and if they visit for a 
second time within 24 hours, only the second 
exit is recorded giving the impression that the 
driver stayed longer than the maximum stay 
time. 

If you return to the Concourse car park, per- 
haps to collect someone, or get a pizza, or visit 
the walk-in centre, within two hours of previ- 
ously visiting, you get issued a penalty charge 
notice. 

Staff at the Concourse are not interested in 
helping you, regardless of your circumstances. 
After getting one of these leaflets left on my 
screen, I took a photograph of the parking con- 
oo signs that are posted around the car 

park. 

At that point, in October, the signs said ‘five 
hours.’ 

So what is this nonsense about a ‘new 
strategy?’ 

I hope they rethink the issue of no return 
within two hours, or else, nobody will use the 
leisure facilities during the evening for fear of 
receiving a PCN if they have already visited the 
Concourse during the day. 

Now all the council has to do is issue the 
people of Skelmersdale with canoes, so they 
can actually reach the Concourse when it rains.

Skelmersdale United put on a 
dazzling second-half show on Sat- 
urday to take the derby day 
honours, write Kevin Panther 
and Neil Leatherbarrow. 

At the same time they received the 
huge boost on leaving the pitch with 
the news that North West Counties 
League leaders Macclesfield had 
lost, leaving Paul McNally’s men 
just two points behind them. 

In front of a terrific attendance of 
479 Skem made their intentions 
clear from the off as Danny Mitchley 
went for a long one just seconds into 
the game and it was Mitchley who 
provided the cross that was just out 
of reach of Michael Howard soon 
afterwards. 

Burscough had forays into the 
Blue box and Ben Barnes had to be alert from a 
long range effort by Declan Daniels and he was 
also called upon to keep out a 25 yard free kick 
from McNamara. 

Skem took the lead after 21 minutes, following a 
surging 70 yard run from makeshift right back Tom 
Croughan whose pass fell nicely at the feet of Elli- 
ott Morris after a poor touch from Burscough’s 
Mitchell Kinsella, and he casually slipped the ball 
under the advancing keeper Jack Reynolds.

Rarities keep the checklists ticking over 


In our last column, we launched our 
Martin Mere 100; a checklist of 100 
birds you can see in winter at Martin 
Mere. There’s still time to pick up the 
checklist when you visit and then enter 
it in our January competition to win a 
free Collins Field Guide. 


In January, Martin Mere is certainly the place 
to come for all birdwatchers to start their 
annual list of birds with some big daily totals 
possible. Recently, the winter has been even 
more exciting, with two birds turning up on 
the reserve that are so rare in the North-west 
(and even in the UK) that they didn’t even 
make it onto our checklist. 


First of all, on New Year’s Eve, a Slavonian 
Grebe was seen on the mere. Frustratingly, 
for year-listers, it had gone the next day. 
However, with all the water bodies across the 
reserve, it is still worth keeping an eye out for 
this rare winter visitor. 


Better news comes from the spotting of a 
Green-winged Teal which is still present on 
site. This bird is a native of the Americas 
but a few make it to the UK every year. It 
only really differs from our common Teal by 


having a white stripe on its side. So, with it 
hanging out with over 2000 Eurasian Teal, 
you need to play the ornithological version of 
“Where’s Wally” to spot it. 


One family of birds you will not fail to see on 
the reserve at the moment are birds of prey. A 
record 10 Marsh Harriers have been hunting 
on the reserve and one lucky photographer 
captured seven of them in one shot! A much 
scarcer Hen Harrier has been regular over the 
last couple of days and a pair of Peregrines 
has been seen every morning. Buzzards, 
Merlins and Sparrowhawks are also seen 
every day at the moment and a photogenic 
Kestrel is hovering and perching within a few 
yards of the Ron Barker hide throughout the 
day. 


With several thousand ducks and our regular 
flocks of Whooper Swans and Pink-footed 
Geese, the mere is a bustling place at the 
moment, especially during the daily swan 
feeds from 3pm. Add in the small songbirds 
that are around the site, with specialities such 
as Brambling and Willow Tit at our feeders, 
and it really is a great time to visit Martin 
Mere and get those checklists adding up.

But to simply call it a musical is to do this 
record breaking ‘show’ a disservice. It’s much, 
much more and, like a fine bottle of red, it 
simply matures with age. 

Add to the winning formula a lead role played 
by a West End star who hails from our neck of 
the woods, Newburgh, and the experience just 
gets better. (see story on page 11) 

Dean Chisnall as Jean Valjean wowed the Liv- 
erpool crowd with a truly memorable 
performance. 

It’s hard to believe that just months ago, Dean 
had to get a job as a delivery driver for Tesco as 
the pandemic struck the theatre world hard. 

Well, Dean is back doing what he does best 
and he certainly delivered big time at the 
Empire — bringing home the goods to a raptur- 
ous audience who lapped up his offerings of Les 
Misérables biggest numbers — ‘Bring Him Home’ 
and ‘Who Am I’. It’s as good as it gets — and all 
from a stage star we can call our very own.

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Dawn has lost over 6st... and 


dramatically improved her 
physical and mental health 


Like many, Southport Mum Dawn Haney had 
struggled with her weight for many years, 
previously attending other slimming clubs and 
trying to slim down alone before joining her local 
Slimming World group. Having bad habits around 
food and being an emotional eater for some time 
meant that Dawn’s weight had gradually crept up 
over the years, reaching a size 24. 


The final straw for Dawn came due to fears around 
COVID, losing a family member and struggling 
with mental health. Dawn was also struggling with 
back pain and even though she felt very anxious 
about walking through the doors of her first group 
she was soon put at ease by the consultant and 
the other members. Dawn found the group and 
the consultant Fiona to be warm, welcoming and 
reassuring and this has helped Dawn go on to lose 
6st 9lb and dramatically improve her physical and 
mental health. 


In fact, a new study reveals that receiving expert 
group support helps people to lose more weight 
and can increase their mental toughness compared 
to those who go it alone. The study by the 
University of Lincoln examined the relationship 
between weight loss and mental toughness over a 
period of six months and revealed that members 

of Slimming World groups lost weight more 
successfully than a comparison group (who were 
aiming to lose weight without the support of a 
group) and also significantly improved their mental 
toughness. During the six months of the study, on 
average Slimming World members lost over 2st 
more than those in the comparison group. Their 
measures of mental toughness on average rose 
10%, from a low to an average score in Slimming 
World group members, whereas the comparison 
group had no statistically significant change to their 
mental toughness. 


Joining a slimming group with expertise in 
helping people change lifelong habits is well 
established as a successful way to tackle weight 
gain, but only now has the impact of a supportive 
group environment on mental toughness been 
discovered. 


Dr Elizabeth Stamp, who studied the role of mental 
toughness on health-related lifestyle behaviour 
change when completing her PhD at the University 
of Lincoln, says: “Mental toughness is about 

how someone copes with the challenges and 


stressors they face. More than that though, it is 
about seeking out and taking on new challenges. 
People who have a high mental toughness have 
skills like being able to break bigger goals into 
smaller achievable goals, being in control of their 
life and the decisions that they make and having 
the confidence to seek help when needed. “The 
study revealed that Slimming World members 
participating in the study lost on average 2st 5lbs 
over the six months and on average also increased 
their mental toughness.” 


Dr Jacquie Lavin, Head of Research and Scientific 
Affairs, says: “This research shows the depth of 
understanding about the psychology of weight 
loss we have at Slimming World. It’s been at the 
heart of our method for more than five decades. 
In our groups we share techniques to empower 
and enable members to make their own behaviour 
changes through a variety of methods, including 
setting goals, making new decisions, developing 
skills to overcome barriers by facing, and seeking 
out challenges and taking back control, which 

are all linked to the principles of improving mental 
toughness. By encouraging our members to 

try new foods, transform old, unhealthy habits 
and change their perception of food and activity, 
we Create an environment for our members to 
Challenge themselves on their own timescales. 


“The mental toughness findings are supported 

by member data from Slimming World groups 
which reveals that as members progress on their 
weight loss journey, they feel more sociable, 
happier, calmer and more peaceful, and feel they 
have more energy. They are less likely to say they 
feel downhearted, stressed, or anxious compared 
to non-members from the general population. 
Members’ emotional wellbeing improved over 
their time at Slimming World and even remained 
higher during the COVID lockdown, when Slimming 
World introduced their virtual groups for members, 
than when they first joined. They also had higher 
emotional wellbeing scores than non-members.” 


For Dawn , the support of her group and the weight 
loss means that her back issues are now resolved 
and she has shrunk form a size 24 to a healthy 
10-12. Dawn now has improved mental health and 
feels she is able to set a good example for her kids 
by enjoying family friendly healthy meals and by 
being more active (she enjoys walking, swimming 
and the gym now).

IN THE end, if the memorable mantra of 
Highlander is anything to go by, there can be 
only one. Unless it’s the question of who the 
UR’s best-selling car maker is, in which case 
the answer’s a tad more complicated. 

The figures were released by the gatekeepers 
of Blighty’s car industry, the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, the other day, and 
on the face of it the answer is, for the first time 
ever, Volkswagen. More of you have bought 
Veedubs than cars from any other brand over 
the past 12 months, and that’s official. 

This isn’t some Dieselgate-esque dabbling 
with the numbers, where anyone fortunate 
enough to have taken delivery of a Bugatti 
Chiron or a Ducati motorcycle (or indeed 
anything else made by the wider Volkswagen 
empire) has been included in the final figure. 
It only counts if it’s got four wheels and a VW 
badge on the front, and according to the stats 
147,826 of you snapped one up at some point 
in 2021. 

But its biggest seller, the Polo, is not Britain's 
best-selling new car of 2021. In fact, with 
30,634 of them being registered in the UK it’s 
actually in fifth place, with its bigger brother, 
the Golf, one place behind after racking up 
30,240 new owners. The UK’s best-selling new 
car is - drumroll, please - the Vauxhall Corsa. 
Last year 40,914 of them found new homes 
across the UK, with the all-electric Corsa-e 
helping to push that tally up. 

At this point you might be feeling a bit sorry 
for Ford, who've been top dog for years and 
have grown fairly accustomed to the Fiesta 
being the nation’s number one... ... but then 
Dagenham’ got an ace up its sleeve. You see, 
the Corsa is only the UK’s best-selling car. 


A RAFT of people-movers are all going 
electric-only with immediate effect. Vauxhall's 
Combo Life and Vivaro Life, Citroén’s Berlingo 
and SpaceTourer, and Peugeot's Rifter and 
Traveller, will be all sold in zero emissions form 
only, although existing orders for petrol and 
turbodiesel versions will be honoured. All six 
of the people carriers are closely related, with 
Peugeot, Vauxhall and Citroén all being owned 
by the Stellantis conglomerate of carmakers.

For the actual best-selling vehicle, youve got 
to think bigger and more practical, because 
Ford shifted 53,000 Transits last year. Chuck 
in its closely related people carrier cousin, 
the Tourneo, and the grand total is 56,750. 
Microchips - or rather, the lack of them - 
might be the answer here. Ford, like everyone 
else, didn't have enough of them, so it stuck 
them in the more profitable vans rather than 
its superminis. 

But the real eye-opener, I reckon, is not 
what hit the number one spot but the runner- 
up. More of you bought Tesla Model 3s than 
you did MINIs, Nissan Qashqais, Volkswagen 
Polos or Kia Sportages, with more than 
a quarter of its 34,000 sales being in last 
month alone. In other words, an all-electric 
performance saloon that costs more than a 
BMW _ 5-Series comprehensively thrashed 
superminis and crossovers costing less than 
half the price when it comes to cold, hard sales 
figures. 

Tesla founder Elon Musk - already the 
world’s richest man - has said he wants to go 
to Mars, but I reckon he’s not being ambitious 
enough. With that sort of sales growth, he'll be 
able to buy Mars...
